Biochem Grads 


Treatment Branch of DVA re- 
quires many graduates to be em- 
ployed in laboratories in veteran’s 
hospitals throughout the Dominion. 

According to a recent bulletin 
from the Civil Service Commission, 
students possessing a Bachelor’s de- 
gree with pathological chemistry or 
biochemistry as a major or honors 
course are eligible for a position as 
medical biochemist at a minimum 
salary of $2,580 per annum. 

Applications are also wanted by 
the Commission for medical bac- 
teriologists at the same minimum 
salary.. Applicants require a Bache- 
lor’s degree with bacteriology or 
immunology as a major or honors 
course. 

Master’s degrees in either course 
entitle employees to higher minimum 
wages up to $4,740 per year.

Campus Marxists Decline 


CCF Challenge To Debate 


Labor Progressive party members have refused to accept 
the CCF challenge to an Open Forum to discuss the differences 
between communism and social democracy. 


Last week the CCF party ad- 
dressed a challenge to the LPPs to 
meet in a public forum and discuss 
the question “What are the differ- 
ences between communism and 
social democracy?” Professor Mayo 
of the political economy department 
agreed to act as chairman of this 
debate. 

Monday evening the LPP gave The 
Gateway their answer to the CCF 
challenge. 

Ted Kemp, head of the Labor 
Progressive party, told Gateway 
that pressure of exams and the con- 
siderable preparation needed before 
such a debate should be conducted 
would make it impossible to hold 
a debate this year. 


“We are planning to have an open 
forum for students before the de- 
bate to clarify the LPP policy,” 
Kemp said. “CCF students are wel- 
come to attend this meeting and 
ask questions along with the other 
students.” 


Kemp said that the forum would 
be held sometime before the final 
exams, probably within the next 
three weeks. 

Alan Fell, leader of the CCF 
group on the campus, was none too 
happy about the refusal of the LPP 
group. He said that he had talked 
unofficially for’months about pre- 
senting this debate, but that the 
LPP members had continued to stall. 

“T want to establish the distinc- 
tion between the two _ political 
groups,” Fell said. 

In a telephone interview with The 
Gateway Monday night, Fell stated 
that it would almost seem that the 
“vanguard of the working class” con- 
siders its doctrines incapable of 
standing up under the criticism of 
democratic socialists. 

“The support offered by the LPP 
to the CCF in recent months has 
puzzled and perturbed many people, 
and it is regrettable that this oppor- 
tunity for clarification is being lost,” 
he said. 

“Our group will renew the chal- 
lenge in the fall when perhaps the 
communist group will find time 
to reconsider it.”

Oppose Boost 
In Varsity Fees 


Education students at the 
University have passed a reso- 
lution asking that the fees paid 
by University students not be 
increased. 


They have also suggested federal 
financing of the University. 


The EUS is the first student body 
to raise an official protest against 
the possibility of higher tuition fees. 

The resolution was passed at a re- 
cent assembly meeting of the Edu- 
cation Undergraduate Society. There 
were about 160 students present at 
the meeting. ~~~ ; ; 

A motion was also passed at the 
meeting urging that the Students’ 
Council should call a general meet- 
ing of the student body for the 
‘purpose of considering the resolu- 
tion. 

The resolution passed by the stu- 
dents asks that the government of 
the province of Alberta absorb the 
increased cost of operating the Uni- 
versity of Alberta and that the fees 
paid by University students be not 
raised. 

In a letter written to The Gate- 
way, the EUS executive stated that 
“we (the members of the EUS) feel 
that immediate action is necessary 
in order to forestall any increase in 
the fees paid by university students.” 

The EUS also stated that it fel1 
that unless this was done, not only 
would many students be unable to 
attend university, but some who are 
now attending will be unable to 
carry on. 

Another resolution was also pass- 
ed at the general meeting of the 
EUS approving that a plan similar to 


the DVA scheme under which the, 


Dominion Government pays the 
tuition and the living costs of stu- 
dent veterans, but applied to high 
school graduates who are worthy of 


_ University education. 


This resolution reads that. the 
Government of the Province of Al- 
berta should take immediate steps 
to institute such a plan, and that the 
Government of the Province of 
Alberta should approach the Do- 
minion Government for aid in carry- 
ing it out.

Chinese communist forces have _ 
received any outside aid from 
Russia, stated Dr. J. G. Endi- 
cott in a recent talk to the stu- — 
dent body. Dr. Endicott was 
sponsored by the International 
Relations Club. “ee 

“The United States has sent men _ 
and munitions to China to aid the 
forces of Chiang Kai-Shek,” Dr. 
Endicott said, “while there is noth- 
ing to indicate that similar aid is 
being received by the communist _ 
forces.” 8 

A former missionary to China, Dr. — 
Endicott spoke on “China and | 
Peace.” Dr. Endicott claimed that 
we must stop blaming the revolu- 
tionary movement on Russia, or else : 
send an army into the East. ie 

“The crisis in Asia is more far- 
reaching than that in Europe and 
the Western democracies are morally 
wrong in their policy toward China.” 

Dr. Endicott advocated a “hands- 
off” policy in the East, and claimed _ 
that Canada has been subordinated — 
to American ideas.

IS COUNCIL JUSTIFIED? 
Editor, The Gateway. 


Dear Sir: : 
Following the precedent of the 
Edmonton Transit Commission, 


which decided to raise street car 
fares before the report of Mr. Wil- 
son was studied, Students’ Council 
has» decided, strictly off the record, 
to abolish the Parliamentary Forum, 
without consulting interested groups, 
their own Parliamentary Forum 
Committee, or even some of their 
own Council members. Despite the 
fact that The Gateway erroneously 
published the passing of a motion 
abolishing the Parliamentary Forum 
(even some Council members are in 
doubt), it appears that the placing 
of the motion on the books is just 
a necessary formality. 


What sort of democratic procedure 
is this? Having wandered through 
The Gateway and Student Council 
offices, seeking the causes of this 
abolishment, all that could be dis- 
covered was certain generalities al- 
luding to dissatisfaction in the stu- 
dent body; i.e., interested groups not 
included. Is this the dissatisfaction 
expressed by the Social Credit group 
in failing to win support? 

Outside of the fact, pro or con, 
whether the Parliamentary Forum 
should be abolished, it seems only 
sensible and just, certainly bearing 
in mind the original purpose of the 
forum, to hear and consider all evi- 
dence before making a decision of 
this nature. Certainly the past con- 
duct on this question seems unwise 


and high-handed. The Students’ 
Council is certainly leaving itself 
open to criticism, more especially to 
the accusation that they are the tool 
of certain pressure groups. Fortu- 
nately for them, time is not too late 
for a.more reasonable approach to 
this question.

Violin, Voice 
In Fine Concert 


On Feb. 22 the Musical Club pre- 
sented in concert the Canadian cele- 
brities Frances James, soprano, and 
Murray. Adaskin, violinist. The 
audience, though small, was very ap- 
preciative. 

Miss James has an excellent voice 


which she uses refnarkably well. 
Even her pianissimos have tone, 
warmth and color. It is as an inter= 
preter, however, that Miss James is 
outstanding. Mood, expression, and 
personality make her work artistic, 
and more than compensate for the 
occasional flaws in technique. 


In spite of Mr. Adaskin’s good 
command of the violin, which he 
plays with flowing grace and ex- 
pression, his performance does not 
attain the artistic level that Frances 
James’s does. Mr. Adaskin played 
his Sonata for Violin and Piano with 
the pianist, George Brough, who also 
did some fine accompanying during 
the evening. The sonata is interest- 
ingly modern, and requires some 
exacting work eee are the violin- 
ist and pianist. Adaskin also 
played a group of oat solos, the 
Kreisler “La Gitana” being the most 
enjoyable. 


Miss James sang five songs by the 
French composers Dupare, Debussy, 
and Faure. These were sung very 
effectively. Her other group con- 
sisted of three songs’ by the contem- 
porary Canadian composer. Robert 
Fleming; one or two may well be 
remembered as art songs ,of the 
period. 


In the first and last groups of the 
program; which were songs, Mr. 
Adaskin played obligatos, Although 
they were well done on the whole, 
during Schubert’s “Ave Marie” I 
could not help wishing that his in- 
strument would break; I liked 
neither the obligato arrangement nor 
the rendition of it. But Rachmanin- 
off’s “Night” was simply out of this 
world, and Grieg’s “A Dream’ was 
heavenly. 


The whole program was most 
musical.—R.G.R.
